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Fake Check Artists Go All-Out In Rush Of Holiday Season 


Fraud Expert 


Lists 12 Rules 


For Tradesmen 


Bogus Checks Jump 
About 50 Percent 
This Time Of Yeor 


Check fraud artist* are planning 
to turn this y ea r's “ white C hrist­ 
m as'' into a “ green C hristm as’’ of 
dollars fleeced from the careless, 
the unobservant, and the flustered. 


With holiday shopping during 
the next several weeks setting 
new r e c o r d s , check artists will 
probably set a few records of 
their own 
by 
increasing 
their 
“daily take” from one 
and 
a 
half million dollars a day to two 
million dollars. 
These predictions were m ade by 
George W. 
Adlam , 
check 
fraud 
consultant for a leading m anufact­ 
u rer of checks and check protec­ 
tive equipm ent. 
Adlam 
based his prediction on 
the fact that check fraud artists 
work hardest and are most sue-I 
cessful during the holiday season 
when 
stores 
are 
crowded 
and 
clerks are 
busiest. 
During 
this 
peak business season, clerks and 
store 
owners 
fail 
to 
scrutinize 
carefully the credentials of 
cus­ 
tom ers attem pting to cash checks.

DATA collected by Adlam d u r­ 
ing the past 36 y ears indicates that 
check fraud ju m p s about 50 per 
cent during the Thanksgiving to 
New Y ears period over the a v e r­ 
age for the rest of the year. The 
total annual illegal harvest is esti­ 
m ated at about $450 million. 
To curtail the 
“ green 
Christ­ 
m a s ” of check fraud artists, Ad­ 
lam offers the following 12 basic 
rules for holiday check cashing: 


1. Don’t let anyone hurry you. 
It s your m oney being paid out. 
2. Don’t cash a check for a 
stranger without positive identb 
fication. Social 
security 
cards 
and auto licenses are easily forg­ 
ed. 
3. D on't cash checks signed with 
a rubber stam p , written in pencil, 
o r showing any signs of 
altera­ 
tion. 
4. B ew are of out-of-town checks, 
5. Be extra careful when cash­ 
ing checks while banks are clos 
cd. This is a favorite time for the 
check crook to operate. 


6. Don’t cash checks for juven­ 
iles. They are not legally respon­ 
sible and often a re used as “ ru n ­ 
n e rs” for check crook gangs. 
7. Don't 
cash 
hank 
counter 
checks. They are designed 
for 
use only in the 
banks 
issuing 
them. 
8. Do not accept pre-endorsed 
checks. Have all checks endorsed 
in your presence, and place the 
p resen ter’s address on the check. 
9. 
Don’t 
cash 
checks 
for 
amounts considerably more than 
the amount of the purchase. It 
may be an attempt to defraud 
you of cash in addition to mer­ 
chandise. 
IO. Make sure all checks are the 
checks of existing persons or con­ 
cerns, and that the check is draw n 
on an existing 
bank. 
Completely 
fictitious checks are top favorites 
with check crooks. 
ll. Be sure your own checks 
are protected checks which can­ 
not be successfully altered with 
ink eradicator or by erasures.
